Irwin Cotler and Gordon Echcn- 
berg will debate ior McGill in 
the national intercollegiate finals 
against the University of Alberta 
a-i the result of a debate held 
in the Union yesterday at 1 pm. 

Cotler'and J. J. Elkin took the 
affirmative side of the topic, 
"Resolved that the Canadian Gov- 
ernment should take steps to 
curb the growing power of labour 
Unions in Canada''. The negative 
team of Echenberg and Les Mal- 
covltch opposed them in a debate 
Which grew more and more 
heated as it progressed. 

The judges, Ralph Ordower, 
Morris Fish and Norman May, 
all veteran debaters, agreed that 
the negative team won. However, 
the Debating Union decided to 
Bend Cotler and Echenhcrg, Jud- 
ged the two best debaters, to the 
NFCUS Debating

Cotler began the debate by stat- 
ing two evils caused by union*. 
First, he said, unions abrogate 
the rights of the individual by in- 
fringing upon his freedom. Some 
Unions prevent workers of certain 
races from Joining. Cotler main- 
tained. Therefore he proposed ai 
amendment to the existing, law 
allowing non-union members to 
work. 

His second contention was that 
the Internal "democracy" of 
unions was corrupt, that union 
members cannot vote against 
atrikes or demand an c:?ount of 
the union funds. 

Les Malcovitch of the negative 
answered by claiming that the 
internal democracy of unions Is 
already guaranteed by the Indus- 



trial Relations and Disputes in- 
vestigations Act of 1948. and tint 
discrimination by unions is forbid- 
den by an act made in 1933. 
GROWING POWER 

The second speaker for the af- 
firmative, Elkin, countered by 
showing that the number of "closed 
shop" unions (those with compul- 
sory membership) is increasing, 
and thus the unions have growing 
power over the individual. 

He claimed that unions cause 
great damage to the third party, 
the public, by demanding wages 
fa excess of productivity. This 
results In inflation, he maintained, 



* 



and causes Canada to be priced 
out of foreign, and even dom;;tic, 
markets. 

The next speaker. Echenberg. 
replied that the unions . are not 
the cause of inflation, but only one 
way by which Inflation is express- 
ed. He cited several authorities 
who support this economic theory, 
and added that most post-war in- 
flation is the result of a great in- 
crease in borrowing. 

He maintained that unions must 
not lose their right to strike, since 
"the strike is the main weapon 
unions have to protect them- 
selves". 



Several nebulous issues were 
clarified as the clearly defined 
by-laws were instituted. Each 
candidate is entitled to the ser- 
vices of one scrutineer at the 
poll and at .the counting of all 
ballots. 

II the scrutineer strongly ob- 
jects to the legality of a certain 
ballot, the Deputy Returning Of- 
ficer should number this ballot 
and record . the relevant facts. 
This information should only be 
used in the case of a recount, 
POLL LOCATIONS 

The location of the polls Is to 
be published in the Daily. Other- 
wise the poll will be deemed un- 
official. Voting by proxy is strict- 
ly forbidden by the new by-laws. 

All complaints. protesLs or pe- 
titions for recount must be made 
to the Chief Returning Officer or 
to the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Students' Society no later than 
seven days after the closing of 
the polls. In the case of re-elec- 
tion, the rules relating to cam- 
paigning will be decided upon by 
the Chief Returning Officer. 
AMENDMENTS 

Subsequent amendments to 
the new by-laws included: 

1. Public appearances for cam- 
paign speeches to classes may 
only be made with the permis- 
sion of the Returning Officer. 

2. Handbills are prohibited. 

3. All decisions as to interpreta- 
tion of the electoral by-laws 
made by the Chief Returning 
Officer shall be final. 

4. Nomination papers shall be 
restricted to the sentence 
"We the undersigned nomina- 
te for the 

position of 



printed under their pensketches. 

In submitting a pensketch to 
the Daily, a nominee need only 
have the signature of the chair- 
man of his committee; this name 
will also go unpublished 

The Scarlet Key was given a 
vote of "continued confidence" 
by the SEC on the request of the 
executive of that organization. 

Various financial matters were 
brought up for Council's deci- 
sion, including requests from the 
Player's Club, the Debating U- 
nion, Forge, and the Camera 
Club. 

The new Women's Union con- 
stitution and by laws were ap- 
proved by Council.

"Resolved that a health insur- 
ance plan in dentistry is profit- 
able to the public and the pro- 
fession" and carried off the new 
trophy. 

DENTAL TROPHY 

The trophy was donated for 
the occasion by the College of 
Dental Surgeons of the Province 



of Quebec. This organization was 
represented at the meeting by 
its president. Dr. J.P. Lachapelle, 
who judged the debate along 
with the Deans of Dentistry from 
McGill and U of M. 

Dean Geoffrion of the Univer- 
sity of Montreal's Faculty of 
Dentistry and his assistant. Dr. 
J.P. Lussier were In attendance 
along with Dean McCutcheon and 
Dr. Racey of McGiJI's Dental 
Faculty. ' 

The Affirmative team in the 
debate declared that the dentists 
wish to treat as many people as 
possible, but many who need the 
treatment cannot afford to pay 
for it. Therefore the insurance 
plan schould definitely be ins- 
tituted. 



McGill's negative team insist 
cd that all those who want treat- 
ment receive it. If they can't 
afford a regular visit to a den- 
tist, patients may go to the hos- 
pital clinics for a nominal fee 
or at no charge. 

Dentists now concentrate on 
the high quality of their treat- 
ment. With more patients, the 
quality will drop, doctor's wages 
will go down and consequently 
the number of dentists will 
dwindle, Just when more are 
needed. 

"The problem today", David 
said, "is not a treatment pro- 
blem, it is a matter of educating 
the public in the proper care 
ot their teeth".

Newman Club "Mission" 
To Open With Christie 



The Newman CIcb's Annual Mis- 
sion will commence on February 
29 in Moyse Hall with Father Jo- 
seph Christie as preacher. The 
mission is to he opened the pre- 
vious night at Newman House by 
Paul-Emile Cardinal Léger and 
will conclude on March 4. 

Tho Cardinal's presence is si- 
gnificant since the McGill mission 
is a part of the Great Mission of 
Montreal which the Cardinal hps 
planned for this year. 

Chaplain to the Catholic journa- 
list of Fleet Street, London, and a 
writing Jesuit, Father Christie has 
debated many times at Cambridge 
and Oxford Universities. He has 
written articles for the United 
States weekly, "America". : In 
1952 he published "lied Letter 
Days", a reply to Communism. 
This effort earned him the title — 
the Fulton Sheen of England. 

Father Christie's addresses will 
include such topics as : existentia- 
list philosophy, the resurrection of 
the "hero" in modern literature 
from the abyss of insignificance, 
the mystery of suffering, and Mar- 
xism. 

His method is to "draw all of 
these within the womb of the 
church where they are given 
meaning, and in a way which is 
the very antithesis of escapism." 
His position is that there is no 
confusion as fatal to clear thinking 
as the confusion between psycho- 
logy and religion. 

The last of Father Christie's 
talks will center, upon tlie need 
for an "encounter" with God. It Is 



his proposal that "only after such 
an encounter has taken place docs 
living a "good life" make much 
sense. A distinction must be made 
between moral and religious stan» 
dards and this distinction is cru- 
cial in our times."

Status Peeking 



Nearly all of us teem to agree that Vance Packard's soggy, 
testament, The Status Stekers, is a pretty silly book. And yet prob- 
ably most of us have been unable to resist the temptation to fliek 
through the pages to discover how we ought to appear in the eyes 
of others, the correct mode of behavior or whether we can afford 
to be above all this class nonsense. 

It seems that even the most thick-skinned of us is curious how 
lie appears in the eyes of others. This curiosity is strengthened by a 
perfectly normal and healthy desire to live stylishly. There is no 
fixed pattern for the stylish life; in fact there arc as many styles 
as there are vigorous independent people. Wc would maintain that 
the style of life is a natural flowering of the inner soul of everyone 
who has the courage to recognize his individuality, whether it be 
akin to the placidity of a mid summer's day, the recklessness of a 
cavalry charge or the benevolent indulgence of a Rabelais. 

Thi Statut Seekers implicitly contradicts this thesis throughout 
its glossy length. It assumes there is one style and only one style 
of life and each of us must rate himself as more or less successful 
on this single scale. Nobody quite knows what the scale is but 
it is possible to compute your position on it by a series of for- 
mulae involving such things as income, daily routine, pronouncing 
tomailo lomarto. color of day dreams, etc. 

Having computed your position you must consolidate it by 
refusing to associate with those below you on this scale (whatever 
it was we were measuring) and ever endeavoring to cultivate 
the favor of those above you. 

Apparently the mc-st effective ' pace setters in this twilight 
realm are those who, much on the line3 of religious conversion, 
deny their individuality until they achieve a state of complete 
personal annihilation: a condition which enables them to live 
their lives completely in accordance with the restless whim of 
external forms. 

Having denied individual personality in themselves they 
proceed to deny it in oiheis by judging them in terms of their 
external mannerisms. If you say 'The wealthy man sat on the 
davenport in iiis tuxedo and felt ill" instead of "The rich man fat 
on Ihs scfa in his dinner jacket and felt sick" then chances are 
you'll be excluded — dread word — even If you did discover the 
law of relativity. . 

Our considered conclusion is that The Status Seekers is, in 
reality, a kind of medical book, an opium for the masses who 
inhabit the nightmare world of the other-directed.

An Argument For 
Capital Punishment 

.15th February 1060 

Following the television pro- 
gram . "Background" last bun- 
da v. from which it was. glean- 
ed that the abolition or. reten- 
tion of the death penalty would 
be decided on Thursday in a 
tree vote in the House Of Com- 
mons, wc decided to analyse 
the many facets of this pro- 
blem and, if possible, give the 
reader something to think 
about other than his own ex- 
periences. The gist i of our 
thoughts follow : 

Capital punishment if a pro- 
blem that strikes at the very 
foundations of the premises on 
which our society is construct- 
ed. If one thing be certain the- 
refore, it is that an opinion on 
this subject should not be ar- 
rived- at in haste. 

It is a basic tenet of reli- 
gion and presumably therefore 
of society that the willful des-' 
t ruction of human life (except 
in war) is intrinsically wrong. 
Hence, if society sets up with- 
in its framework capital pu- 
nishment entirely and solely as 
a deterrent for the occurrence 
of such crimes as murder, then 
the dentin penalty is justified. 

The onus of proof of guilt 
lies heavily on society. As far 
as our intellectual capabilities 
allow us, we must establish . 
beyond a shadow of a doubt 
the guilt of the person in ques- 
tion. By the very fact that 
the desires of society' are the 
ultimate controlling factors in 
'our lives, the actual adminis- 
tration of justice must lie squa- 
re ly at its feet. 

We must make It clear to 
any would-be murderers that 



(he crime they are about to 
commit against society shall 
be punished in full measure. 
Once such a knowledge exists 
in the mind of any normal . 
person, we-, who have arbitra- 
rily assigned the status of nor- 
malcy to our own behaviour, 
may rest assured that (he pros- 
pect of a hanging death is 
much more powerful a deter- 
rent than that of free room and 
board for the rest of one's life. 

What about those individuals 
whose behavior' does not (all 
within this range of normalcy 7 
It is the contention of this au- 
thor that the guilt for any cri- 
me committed by these indivi- 
duals lies entirely with society. 
It is the fault of society and 
society alone that such persons 
are allowed to roam free in 
their mentally demented sta- 
tes : it has been shown in a 
recent psychological survey 
that a tendency for neurosis 
etc., can be reliably detected 
in childhood. It therefore now 
is up to society to isolate this 
potentially undesirable clement 
until cured. 

There remains merely the 
risk of a miscarriage of justi- 
ce. WE MUST realise that as 
humans bur judgment is limit- 
ed. We must also realise that 
this is the only judgment wc 
possess with which to make 
these all-important decisions. 

It is the sincere opinion of 
this author that the present 
judicial system fulfils, in -so 
far as is humanly possible, so- 
ciety's onus of proof and sen- 
tence. Hence the death penalty 
should- be retained.

Every Tuesday from 5 to 
6:30 pm the McGill Stu- 
dents' Union is invaded by 
a swarm of students from 
almost every faculty at Mc- 
Gill, both undergraduate 
and graduate, and from the 
majority of- the numerous 
religions and races repre- 
sented on the McGill cam- 
pus, all drawn together by 
one interest in common — 
the love of singing (and, in- 
cidentally, the love of fun 
as well! It is time for the 
McGill Choral Society's re- 
gular w e e k 1 y practice. 
Shortly after 5 o'clock, the 
commotion dies down, and 
the Union ballroom re- 
sounds to Hàil Alma Mater;

by Gif ford Mitchell, the So- 
ciety's dynamic director. 

The present Society is the 
largest on record. 338 members 
registered in September, and 
although the usual slight drop 
in membership has taken place 
during the year, the Society is 
still extremely large, with some 
250 members. Every member, 
too, is fully active, as irregular 
. attendance at practices results 
in the exclusion of the guilty 
member from singing in the two 
annual Montreal concerts.- 

The Choral Society It the only 
campus organtxatlon- In which 
such a large ' number of mem- 
bars participate together each 
. week of the college year. The 
size of the audience at It* two 
Montreal concerts hat only been 
surpassed In recent yeart by the 
Red and White Revue, which 
runt for a wet k or longer, whe- ■ 
reat the Choral Society holdt a 
tingle performance of each con- 
cert. 

The McGill Choral Society has 
existed in its present form since 
the autumn of, 1941. Previous to 
that date, there were two - glee 
clubs on campus, a men's Glee 
Club and an K.V.C. Glee Club 
(segregation, no less!) which 
often held joint concerts; for a 
short while after the formation 
of the Choral Society for both 
men and women students, these 
two glee clubs continued, but in 
a year oc two passed out of exls- 
. tencc. The average membership 
In the Society during the war 
years was about 60. but shortly 
after Gifford Mitchell became*, 
the Society's director in 1945, 
membership began to increase 
rapidly, 'and reached in 1947-48 
a peak membership of 300 which

certs, the Society has travelled 
fit. for as Ottawa to sing. The 
Olkwa trip, a week before Sing 
at Christinas, was an innovation 
in 1958, and now promises to 
become an annual event, the un- 
official highlight of the Society's 
year. 

This year the Society travelled 
home from Ottawa on a C.P.R. 
special train — a wise move on 
the part of the C P.R., judging 
by the noise and merrymaking 
which went on from the time 
the train pulled out of Ottawa 
until it arrived in Windsor Sta- 
tion around 1 am! 

Gilford Mitchell," the Society's 
director, has been with the So- 
ciety for 15 seasons.

A Reply 

The Case For Atheism 

by LEON JAKOBOVITS 

EDITOR'S NOTE: This is a reply to an article by Irving M. Dcnbcrg entitled "A 
Case For Deism" which appeared in the February 8th issue of the McGill Daily. 



The best case for atheism 
that I can make lies in the argu- 
ment presented in the article 
referred to a b o v e. Briefly, 
this runs as follows : there Is 
order in the Universe ; the 
atheist's (meaning the scien- 
tist's) explanation of the way 
in which the , Universe came, 
into being is ' that it evolved 
from the combination of infin- 
itesimal particles into the pres- 
ent whole; this is not a rational 
explanation; however, since ex- 
planation there must be, ergo, 
the only rational answer left is 
that God created it all. 

There can be two meanings 
to the word "rational". One re- 
fers to an evaluative judgment 
of an explanation implying 
that it is subjectively satisfy- 
ing or "appears" to be sensible. 



The other refers to an explan- 
ation which is in accord with 
fact or observation or which 
follows from a previous rational 
assumption. If the author of 
the article mentioned above re- 
fers to the former mfcming of 
the word "rational" then he is 
not presenting a "case" for 
Deism at alt lie is simply re- 
stating (he accepted doctrines 
of a previous prejudice. If, on 
the other hand, ' he refers to 
the second meaning of "ration- 
• at", then his "case" for Deism 
becomes a. ease for Atheism. 

Indeed, he argues away agnos- 
ticism on the grounds that 
agnostic* do not admit that man 
ran "theorize about phenomena 
beyond his experience", when 
such theorizing is based on 
"valid assumptions along with 



empirical data" (italics mine). 

He. does ■ not of courte state 
what these empirical data are 
for the timple reason that phe- 
nomena beyond experience can 
never be empirical datai But 
let us continue. We aro told that 
Deism is necessary because it 
provides the only rational expla- 
nation for the existence of the 
Universe. Thit taid, the author 
then timply ttatet that apart 
from the above "evidence" (??)' 
there it no other possible proof 
of the existence of God tince 
"there It no way by which' It 
can be known that God Intervtnet 
in the affairs or the lives of men". 

Disregarding the words "evi- 
dence" and "empirical data" 
which he docs not present (ob-

ATHEISM 

yiously, since there are none) 
the author therefore argues In 
favor of Deism on no other 
grounds than his subjective 
satisfaction (the first meaning 
of "rational" we presented), 
the same grounda on which he 
justifies "religion, namely that 
it makes one feel "psychologic- 
ally secure." This is hardly a 
rational case for Deism. 

Perhaps a belief In God pro- 
vides satisfaction to many 
people. This may be. But let 
us be clear that it la just that, 
and let us not Invoke the ab- 
surd argument that "even scien- 
tists believe In God." The 
assumption of God implies the 
existence of a non-material and 
Independent entity possessing 
certain powers. As long as 
these powers remain non-mate- 
rial, science does not deal with 
them, and the problem remains 
• at a philosophical, argumenta- 
tive ' or purely hypothetical 
leveL 

But as «oon m on* attributes 
physical changea or phenomena 
to such « non-material entity 
(•^1. "God created the Universe" 
or "this it « miracle") then he 
I» at once being non-scientific and 
Illogical, since science assumes 
materialism. 

The best one can say for 
Deism Is that both Deism and 
Atheism are doctrines which 
rest on a priori assumptions. 
However, since Atheism, In the 
form of Science^ has proven it- 
self to be the more useful of 
the two, this is the best case 
one needs, or would want, for 
Atheism ycwus Deism.

Hospitalized; Head, Nose Injured

What constitutes loyalty and 
devotion?

"give it that old college try"? 

This spirit is good, but to what 
extent? Most athletes with a 
burning competitive desire are 
deeply engrossed in their activi- 
ty; they are bound to be Irra- 
tional and "go all out". Should 
not someone restrain them' and 
limit them? 

This past weekend a siudent 
fought for McGill in the heavy- 
weight division of the inler- 
eoliegialc boxing championships. 
He fought because the position 
was vacant and had he not fought 
he felt McGill would have been 
shamed; he felt someone should 
compete and since he had some 
boxing experience, he entered Ihe 
tournament. 

Sass Khazzam was the man. Till 
last week lie had not donned a 
pair of boxing trunks since his 
prep school days at Sandroyt. 
J le had trained only three times 
for this encounter. When he en- 
tered the ring it was the first 
time in eight years. 

Khazzam put on a truly re- 
markable performance; he fought 
with heart and in this writer's 
estimation won the first round. 
In the second round Khazzam was 
completely exhausted and he was 
battered around Ihe ring; the 
fight was then stopped. 

Sass Khazzam has been spend- 
ing the past week in the Mon- 
treal General Hospital suffering 
from » minor brain concussion 
and a broken nose. He Is now re- 
covering from a nose operation 
performed last Tuesday. 

Khazzam was told by his 
close associates not to compete 
because he was not in proper 
physical condition. He was fur- 
ther warned that since he had 
not trained it would not be ad- 
visable to enter the ring. Sass 
would not listen; he had to fight 
for "Old McGill".' Someone should 
have disallowed him, for even 
(hough he is capable and has 
boxed successfully in the past, 
eight years is a long layoff. The 
proper authorities did not care. 

Who is to tell these kind of 
athletes when to stop. Another 
Redman, Irving Kirsch has been 
forced to withdraw from competi 
tivc sports for this year due to 
injuries. 



Last year. Kirsch broke his 
ankle; within a week, he return- 
ed to the Rcdmen basketball 
squad and practised with a cast 
on his leg. Kirsch was foolish; 
he jumped and ran with a cast, 
he would not listen to his friends 
who pleaded with him not to 
play. He broke his cast, yet still 
continued to play with it as it 
was, put together with tape. 
Should not some official have 
barred him from practicing with 
a cast? 

This year the same Irving 
Kirsch competed for McGill in 
a twelve mile marathon. Due to 
improper training, Kirsch ran a 
bad race, injuring both knees. 
After running eight miles. Kirsch 
covered the !ast four miles in 
pain and agony, finishing last. 
Though his face showed pain, and 
he was limping, no official sug- 
gested that he stop and Kirsch 
ended up in Ihe Royal Victoria 
Hospital. 

The same Kirsch entered the 
McGill track meet two weeks la- 
ter. He ran with a steel knee 
brace on each knee: He was even 
allowed to enter a five mile road 
race for McGill if he wanted 
to. 

When will this cease? The Col- 
lege athlete, even when hurt or 
not in condition will participate. 
Someone has to stop him.
